The dispatch said that serious­ 
ness of conditions throughout the 
republic, as result of the govern 
ment’s decision to enforce the new 
religious measures, had just been 
recognized by federal officials. The 
sacretary of war’s order was dis­ 
patched to military commanders in 
tbe different, Mexican states today, 
the Herald message said. 
The dispatch continued that at 
the time the report was eent from 
Mexico City more than 40 priests 
had filed petitions, received from 
thw gvemment, for-passports in­ 
suring safe passage from Mexico 
The dispatch concluded with the 
statement that Mexko is looking 
toward August 1 as a momentous 
day in history.

Should development during the 
remainder of the season be as un­ 
favorable as during 1921, 1922 and 
1928, about 13,476,000 bales might 
be expécted, the department an 
nounced, but if development is as 
favorable as during 1924 and 1926 
about 1 ,628,000 might result.
